Quinquennial Settlements of Provincial Finance. 


48. The usual quinquennial investigations and settlements of Provincial 
finance were made in the course of the year. Our proposals on the subject were 
made to the Provincial Governments at the beginning of October, before the 
appearance of famine ; and afterwards, when famine supervened, we considered 
that, as the arrangements depend, not upon the figures of any one year, but upon 
the general standard of Revenue and Expenditure, it would be sufficient to reserve _ 
the final settlement so far as it regarded Land Revenue and Excise and one or 
two other heads, in the Provinces severely affected by famine, but it was better to 
settle all other matters than to leave them ina condition of suspense. The 
settlement of these standards of existing Revenue and Expenditure is the 
necessary condition for the exercise by Local Governments of the financial 
authority entrusted to them, in the same sense as the settlement of the Budget 
Estimates. determines the plan upon which our own financial administration is to 
be pursued for the next twelve months... :

It is fair to the Local Governments to notice that part of the above 
increase of expenditure was that which was entailed upon them by the allowances 
given in compensation for fall of exchange. .

The Central Provinces have been hard hit by two or three bad seasons, 
and they have been disappointed in the increase of revenve which they might 
reasonably have expected. We found it necessary to assign them a slightly 
higher amount than they would have got had the 1892. settlement continued in 
force. Their balance has been absorbed by their necessary expenditure some- 
what exceeding their revenue, and their misfortunes of the current “year have, 

quite apart from famine, entirely swept away their available resources. We 
reckon that we enhance their assignment by Rx. 29,200 a year; and we have 
also to make up a small deficit in their balance. 
52. Assam shows a fairly progressive revenue, but it is, as Sir E. Baring ~

the present revision, reduce its assignment of Revenue by a small amount, say

- naturally bears a larger proportion to the revenue, they require to be supplemented 


by a grant which under present arrangements is a fixed amount. While the 
revenues increase, this fixed amount does not, and it thus results that, whereas 
in the big provinces, if the revenue increases by five per cent, the Local 
Governments have the power (temporarily or permanently, as the case may 
be) of increasing their expenditure by five per cent, yet in the smallér provinces an 
increase of revenue by five per cent only permits an increase of expenditure by, 
say, three percent.

In stating the increase of Revenue for Bengal, the Railway Revenue, alluded 
to below, is left out. of account; and the figures for Madras and Bombay are 
based on the estimates made by the Government of India before the ite 
caused by famine and plague. 

65. To a small extent in Madras, namely, in respect of its Land Reema the 
assignment of revenue is provisional and will be settled next cold weather. In the. 

. case of Bombay, we have had to postpone the final settlement also of Excise, 
Stamps, and Forests. But even with these heads remaining open for final 
determination next year, the settlement is sufficiently complete to be oa basis of 
the exercise by the Local Governments of Provincial financial powers. 

66. As regards the effect on the Provincial accounts as compared with then. 
of @ continuation of the present assignments, the facts are— 


(1) In Bengal we resume a special grant which fluctuated with the earn- 
ings of the Eastern Bengal Railway (which is not under Provincial 
Administration), and we give Rx. 269,400 in lieu of it. The Rail- 
way grant was given in 1892 as the equivalent of Rx. 320,000, | 
though, if renewed now on the same terms, it would be worth to the 
Lieutenant-Governor very much more. 

(2) In Madras the assignment is less than that of the 1892 settlement 
by Rx. 98,200 or Rx. 138,200, according as the Local Govern- 
ment's estimate of Land Revenue or that of the Government of 
India is ultimately adopted. 

(3) In Bombay it is quite impossible to say what the difference is. If the 
Revenue in the future is to be as seriously reduced as the Govern- 
ment of Bombay estimates, the new settlement is practically a 
‘continuation of the old one. But we hope, when present troubles 
are over, to find the standard of Revenue much higher than the 
Government of Bombay. puts it.

72. In Bengal only a small area is affected, and the general condition of the Pro- — 
vince, as reflected in its Revenue Account, is one of prosperity. Its high balance 
which, if it had no famine expenditure to bear, would, on 31st March 1897, stand 


at Rx. 595,700, will be largely dispersed during this and next year by heavy famine 


~ expenditure. This sounds a little harder upon Bengal than it really is, for, as 


a matter of fact, this high balance is the produce, not of any Provincial revenues 
in the ordinary sense, but of the Imperial grant out of Railway Revenues, not 
under Bengal administration, which three successive good jute seasons have so 
enhanced as to give the province a profit, in the three last years, of Rx. 353,500 
But 1 am afraid that this consideration will afford little consolation to His 
Honour the Lieutenant-Governor for the financial misfortune which has overt- 
taken both his finance“and mine.

These will require some adjustment to the necessities of the several provinces, 
when we come to the end of the year ; for the provinces cannot be left without a 
safe working balance at the very least. What this adjustment will be it is un- 
necessary now to discuss, for, as already explained, the estimates of famine outlay 
though the best we can make, are very far from trustworthy, and the actual ex- 
penditure is determined by circumstances quite outside any control of ours. We 
therefore must wait until we can approximately close the account of the famine, and 
of the immediate disasters to Revenue which it brings in its train.

RESOLUTION. 


The Governor General in Council has been pleased to issue orders as 
follows for the release, as an’ act of clemency and grace, of a certain number 
of prisoners (criminal and civil) and the remission of a portion of the sentences 
of other prisoners in all the Jails throughout British India, and in the Penal 
Settlement of Port Blair and the Nicobars, on the day appointed for public 
rejoicing to celebrate the completion of the sixtieth year of the reign of Her Most 
Gracious Majesty the Queen, mpress of India. 

2. Local Governments and Administrations have been desired on this day 
to release 10 per cent. of all the convicts under sentence, provided that their 
conduct during imprisonment has been good and that their release is not likely to 

ive rise to a revival of blood feuds or professional crime. Special consideration 
fas been given to the question of the release of Burmans convicted of dakaiti 
and similar offences during the disturbances which followed the annexation of 
Upper Burma. Including 35 Burmans whose release from the Andamans has 
been sanctioned, the release of 100 such convicts has been decided on, while 
the case of those confined in the Jails of Bengal has not yet been definitely 
settled. With a view also to extending clemency and grace to criminals whose 
cases would not be covered by the above concession, but who are a i 
subjects for clemency on this occasion, His Excellency in Council has direct- 
ed the release of (1) all female convicts whose offences were not of a Serious 
nature ; (2) a// persons under sentence of one month’s imprisonment or less 
who have on this day worked out half their Sentence; and (3) of all'persons 
under sentence of not more than six months’ imprisonment, whose offences were 
in any way attributable to the distress which has prevailed in the past year. 


His Excellency in Council-has also been pleased to extend a measure of . 
gincent clemency to those who in the interests of society cannot now be 
teleased, by directing that remissions of sentences be made which shall be 
graduated according to the character of the sentence in each case and which

not diminish the punitive or deterrent character of the sentences of convicts who 
have made no progress towards reformation. 


5. The Governor General in Council has been pleased to order the release 
of all persons confined in prison in execution of decrees of the Civil Courts whose 
debts do not exceed the sum of Rs. 100, provided they are poor and not 
fraudulent ; and the payment by Government of the debt or debts for which they 
are detdined. 

6. Owing to the interruption of communication with Assam it has been 
impossible for the Chief Commissioner to report to the Government of India 
the number of releases that will be effected today in that Province, but, ex- 
cluding Assam, the following is the number of prisoners who will be released this 
day in accordance with these orders :

review the crops were generally poor both in quality and quantity ; there was no 
snow-fall at all during the year, which cireumstance, it is stated, was most 

_ detrimental to the crops. The question regarding the replacement of the bs 
system oi ‘ batai’ or ‘division of the crop’ by a‘ cash rate,’ to which reference 
was made in the previous year’s review, has not yet been settled and the revenue 
ig still collected in kind, but it js stated that efforts are being made by the 
Revenue Authorities to realize it in cash as soon as practicable, 


The net revenue from the Khushdil Khan Reservoir amounted to 
Rs. 10,101, or 1°08 per cent., on the capital expended, against 0°92 per cent. 
during the previous year. 


There were no remissions and no arrears of revenue due at the end of the 
year 1895-96. . 
* On the Shebo Canal, the yield per acre during the year was—wheat 5°45 
maunds and barley 3 97 maunds, against the previous year's yield of 5°32 and 
8°71 maunds, respectively, and the revenue realized from the irrigation of these 
ops was Rs. 3°90 for wheat and Rs.:2*09 for barley per acre, as compared 
with Rs. 2°75 and Rs. 3°38 in 1894-95. On cultivated lands as a whole the 
average revenue collected was Ks. 4°03 pet acre against Rs. 2°75 per acre in 
the preceding year. The average rate charged for the Forest plantations was 
Rs. 3°06 /per acre.

Translation of a letter from His Highness the Amir of Afghanistan and its Dependencies, to the address of His 
Excellency the Viceroy, dated the 4th Shawal 1314 H., corresponding to the gth March 1897. 
After compliments.—1 have received Your Excellency’s friendly letter, dated the 24th Feb- 
ruary 1897, and have understood the contents, which were to the following effect : 


(His Highness quotes the whole letter.) 


Previous to this, I also directed my attention to the matter of prohibiting the pilgrimage, and 
issued orders to my officials toinform pilgrims, who were intending to proceed to the Hedjaz, of 
the occurrence of plague in Karachi and ;Bombay, and to stop them and prevent them from going. 


Your Excellency has now, in communication with the Secretary of State for India, thought it 
advisable to issue public notice in India, intimating that pilgrims are absolutely prohibited from 
proceeding to Mecca this year, so that they may be saved from suffering any harm from this 
terrible calamity, I also have issued fresh orders to communicate the notice to the Haji Bashis 
(directors of pilgrims) in Afghanistan that they may in their turn inform the pilgrims of it, Your, 
Excellency may rest assured that, so long as the prohibition continues, no one shall proceed from 
the frontiers of Afghanistan on a journey to the Hedjaz. 


After the exalted and glorious God has dispelled this life-destroying calamity from His 
creatures, persons who may be fortunate enough can undertake the journey to Mecca.

Letter from SIR LLOYD MATHEWS, 1st Minister to the Zanzibar Government, to CAPTAIN- 
AGNEW, dated Zanzibar, the 16th January 1897. 


‘In view of the bubonic plague now raging in India, all dhows and tative craft from 
India, Arabia, the Persian Gulf, and north of the Zanzibar dominions, before entering 
the harbour, are to be boarded by the Merganser’s boats for the purpose of being 
examined by an Indian medical practitioner. rte. 


2. The Merganser with two Seen Port Office officials and extra men suffi- 
cient to form two boats’ crews, to be anchored in the most suitable position for stopping 
all native craft, vis., at the buoys in the English Channel or at Mangapawni. 


3. If such craft be found perfectly free from all disease, a letter of clearance will 
be given by the medical officer to the dhow captain, which will be handed to you on 
arrival at this port by the water police, who will board the dhow befote she anchors in 
the harbour. J 


Should any disease be found on board any native craft, she will be immediately 
ordered to proceed to the anchorage off Prison Island, and you will be informed of the 
fact without delay by one of the Merganser’s officials, anda yellow flag will be 
hoisted on board that ship. 


4. It is to be understood that no dhows are to be boarded without inquiries being 
first made as to the health of the passengers and crews. 3 : 
5. In case of necessity the gaol at Prison Island will be used as a uarantine 
station.

Should no medical officer be on board, the Health Officer must inspect all the 
Indian passengers and native crew. As steamers under the German flag are running 
between India and Zanzibar, | will call on the German Consul and ask for his assistance 
in carrying out a careful inspection of all German steamers. 


8. You are in every possible way to keep yourself acquainted with the movements 
of ships and to ask for information from their last port of call, such as Lamu, Mombasa, 
and Tanga, on the main land, and to report to me whether they can receive pratique, 
and the time they have been at sea between India, or the northern ports, and the coast. 


g. I have also requested Mr. Crauford, the Acting Commissioner at Mombasa, to 
send a medical officer to Lamu, as that place, as a rule, is the first port of call for all 
steamers from India, and have offered to pay one-third the salary of the medical officer 
employed on this duty. 


10. I»would desire that you will at once visit Prison Island and examine the tanks 
as to the amount of water now in them and make arrangements with Hamis Cheriko for 
a prompt supply of provision to be ready if required. 


11. Iam sending the steam ship Barawa to Pemba with instructions to all the 
officials of the Zanzibar Government not to allow any northern or Indian dhows to land 
their passengers or crews there. 


12. The orders and instructions contained above to be carried out from this date.
